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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant has added new claims 22-25 in paper no. 5. Pending claims 1-25 are 
examined below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-5, 7-11 and 14-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 4,275,534 to Porter in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,244,010 B1 to Sluiter as in the rejection of paper no. 4. 



Claim Objections 

Claims 12 and 13 are objected to as in the rejection of paper no. 4. 

Claims 22-25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Regarding claim 22, the prior art of record does not disclose a building structure 
having a non-load bearing central member connected to radially spaced trusses which 
extend below the member and have their ends placed upon a support beam and the 
truss is comprised of upper beams and lower beams wherein the upper beams are 
spaced from the lower beams where they intersect the central column member. Claims 
23-25 depend from claim 22. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/14/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that the central column disclosed by Porter is not 
actually a column. However, the applicant's central column does not function as a 
column in the traditional manner. The applicant's column is a tube with no vertical load 
bearing and is used as a connection hub, similar to that of the prior art. Because the 
prior art "column" and the applicant's "column" are used in the same manner, for the 
same purposes as a central connection hub, the rejection is deemed proper. 

Applicant argues the Sluiter reference is not combinable with the Porter 
reference because Sluiter teaches cross-bracing. However, Porter discloses most of 
the basic claim structure and the Sluiter reference is used for the connections and 
braces taught regarding the trusses, as Porter also includes trusses with braces and 
connections for a roof structure. Applicant argues the combination of Porter in view of 
Sluiter regarding lower beams and upper beams connected to the central column. This 
limitation is addressed in applicant's new claims and is now allowable subject matter as 
it has been objected to for depending from a rejected claim.
